Edmonton and one four 
years ago near Hinton — 
when vehicles wound up 
in other accidents because 
drivers were “rubberneck¬ 
ing” or looking at the am¬ 
bulance instead of where 
they were driving.

Extreme-sized creatures

Fossils of a giant stork 
have been discovered on a 
far-flung Indonesian island 
that has been home to 
many extreme-sized crea¬ 
tures — from tiny human- 
hke “hobbits” and dwarf 
elephants to the world’s 
largest-known rats and 
hzards. 

Authors Hanneke Mei- 
jer and Rokus Due wrote 
in the December issue of 
the Zoological Journal of 
the Linnean Society that 
leg bones from the 
marabou stork, which 
lived 20,000 to 50,000 
years ago, indicate it stood 
around six feet tall and 
weighed up to 35 pounds. 

The bones were found 
during excavations of the 


Liang Bua cave in the west 
of the island of Flores at a 
depth of around 15 feet. 

Flores, located on 
Indonesia’s eastern edge, 
has never been connected 
to another island or main¬ 
land, shaping evolution of 
historic wildhfe, with 
many small-sized warm 
blooded animals growing 
larger than elsewhere on 
the planet, and big-sized 


mammals becoming more 
diminutive, said Colin 
Groves, a professor at Aus¬ 
tralian National University 
who was not related to the 
study, citing the so-called 
“island rule” in biology. 

With no mammalian 
carnivores, birds and rep¬ 
tiles faced less competition 
for food, accounting for 
some of their massive size.

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Vatican felt

O Cables reveal behind-the-scenes reaction to 
Ireland’s effort to question high-ranking churchmen 


WIKI 
LEAKS 

Newly released U.S. diplo¬ 
matic cables indicate that 
the Vatican felt “offended” 
that Ireland failed to re¬ 
spect Holy See “sovereign¬ 
ty” by asking high-ranking 
churchmen to answer 
questions from an Irish 
government commission 
probing decades of sex 
abuse of minors by clergy. 

That the Holy See used 
its diplomatic immunity 
status as a tiny-city state to 
tiy to thwart Ireland’s gov- 
emment-led probe has long 
been known. But the Wik¬ 
iLeaks cables, published by 
the Guardian newspaper of 
London on Saturday, con¬ 
tain delicate, diplomatic as¬ 
sessments of the highly 
charged situation. 

The Vatican press office 
declined to comment on 
the content of the cables 
Saturday, but decried the 
leaks as a matter of “ex¬ 
treme seriousness.” 

The U.S. ambassador to 
the Holy See also con¬ 
demned the leaks and said 
in a statement that the Vat¬ 
ican and America co-oper¬ 
ate in promoting universal 
values. 

According to the deputy 
to the Irish ambassador to 
the Holy See, the Irish gov¬ 
ernment gave in to Vatican 
pressure and allowed the 
church officials to avoid an¬ 
swering questions from the 
inquiiy panel, according to 
one of the cables from a 
U.S. diplomat. 


Vatican relations 


The cables also contain in¬ 
formation regarding the 
Vatican's relations with 
the Anglican Communion, 
which includes the Church 
of England and its 
affiliates in more than i60 
countries. 

► One cable reports that 
Britain's ambassador to 
the Vatican warned that 
the pope's invitation to 
disaffected Anglicans to 
join the Catholic church 
had chilled relations 
between the two churches 
and risked inciting a 
violent backlash against 
British Catholics. 

► A November 2009 file from 
U.S. Embassy at the Vatican 
quotes British envoy Fran¬ 
cis Campbell as saying that 
“Anglican-Vatican relations 
were facing their worst cri¬ 
sis in 150 years as a result 
of the pope’s decision." 


Ambassador Noel Fahey 
apparently told U.S. diplo¬ 
mat Julieta Vails Noyes that 
the sex abuse scandal was a 
tricky one to manage. 

“The Vatican believes 
the Irish government failed 
to respect and protect Vati¬ 
can sovereignty during the 
investigations,” reads the 
cable from Noyes, deputy 
chief of mission. 

Elsewhere in the cable 
the diplomat, citing a Holy 
See official, wrote that the 


inquiiy commission’s re¬ 
quests “offended many in 
the Vatican” because they 
were viewed as “an affront 
to Vatican sovereignty.” 

The diplomat also said 
that “adding insult to in- 
juiy, Vatican officials also 
believed some Irish opposi¬ 
tion politicians were mak¬ 
ing political hay with the 
situation by publicly call¬ 
ing on the government to 
demand that the Vatican 
reply.” 

The Irish government 
wanted to be seen as co-op¬ 
erating with the investiga¬ 
tion because its own 
education department was 
implicated in decades of 
abuse, but politicians were 
reluctant to insist Vatican 
officials answer the investi¬ 
gators’ questions, the ca¬ 
bles indicate. 

One cable discloses the 
behind-the-scenes diplo¬ 
matic manoeuvres by 
which Irish politicians tried 
to persuade the Vatican to 
co-operate with the probe. 

“In the end the Irish gov¬ 
ernment decided not to 
press the Vatican reply,” 
the U.S. diplomat wrote, 
citing Fahey’s deputy, Hele¬ 
na Keleher. 

Saturday’s official Vati¬ 
can press statement said 
the WikiLeaks cables “re¬ 
flect the perceptions and 
opinions of the people who 
wrote them and cannot be 
considered as expressions 
of the Holy See itself” It 
added that the reports “reli¬ 
ability must, then, be eval¬ 
uated carefully and with 
great prudence.”

10 wounded 
in Vancouver 
gang shooting 


O Victims scattered across several city blocks 
O Police quick to label the shooting gang-related 


An apparent lull in Vancou¬ 
ver’s gang violence was 
shattered early yesterday 
after a shooting that 
wounded 10 people and 
awoke residents to the 
sounds of gunfire. 

Vancouver police said 
shots rang out around 2 
a.m. along a busy street 
that cuts through residen¬ 
tial areas in the middle of 
the city. 

“We’re characterizing 
this as an outrageous dis¬ 
play of gang violence,” Con¬ 
st. Jana McGuinness said in 
an interview. 

“This was in a public 
place, really anyone on the 
street may have been 
caught up in this. At this 
early stage, we still don’t 


know if some of them were 
innocents.” 

Six men and three 
women were in hospital, 
two of them critical. A 10th 
victim refused treatment. 

At least five people were 
in custody, although 
McGuinness said that num¬ 
ber could change. She said 
investigators were waiting 
to interview the shooting 
victims. 

Richard Bruin, who hves 
along the street where the 
shooting took place, said 
his sleep was interrupted 
by gun shots. 

“Rat tat tat tat tat, and 
then a burst of more gun¬ 
fire, people screaming,” 
said Bruin.

Gawker 
latest cyber 
victim 

Gawker Media Inc. is urg¬ 
ing subscribers to change 
their passwords because 
someone has managed to 
hack into the company’s 
user database. 

The company, which 
runs a series of irreverent 
blogs on media, technolo¬ 
gy and other issues, said 
in a posting on its website 
yesterday that the com¬ 
menting passwords used 
on the sites were encrypt¬ 
ed, but simple ones could 
be vulnerable to attacks 
by hackers’ computers. 

The company also said 
passwords on other sites 
should be changed if they 
were the same as the ones 


stored by Gawker Media. 

“We’re deeply embar¬ 
rassed by this breach,” the 
posting on gawker.com 
said. 

“We should not be in 
the position of relying on 
the goodwill of the hack¬ 
ers who identified the 
weakness in our systems.” 

Gawker’s Gizmodo tech 
blog gained fame in May 
when it posted pictures of 
an iPhone prototype. 

The breach is the latest 
in a recent series of cyber¬ 
space attacks on websites. 

Last week, the Visa and 
MasterGard sites were in¬ 
accessible for a short time 
likely because of attacks 
by supporters of the Wik¬ 
iLeaks website who were 
angry that the credit card 
companies had stopped 
processing donations to 
the site.

Adult dramas are a hard sell 


Robert Redford’s directori¬ 
al debut Ordinaiy People 
may have cleaned up at the 
Academy Awards three 
decades ago, but the 
wrenching family drama 
probably couldn’t get made 
today, says filmmaker Ro¬ 
drigo Garcia. 

“What studio would 
make Ordinaiy People 
right now?” Garcia asked 
yesterday during a tele¬ 
phone interview to pro¬ 
mote the upcoming DVD 
release of his introspective 
adoption film Mother and 
Ghild. 


“It would be, like, a little 
Sundance movie ... I’m sure 
they wouldn’t even make 
(1975’s) Dog Day Afternoon 
(or 1983’s) Terms of En¬ 
dearment’ ... I don’t even 
think a studio would make 
(1980’s) Raging Bull. Inde¬ 
pendently financed, 
maybe. But it’s veiy 
tough.” 

These days, noted Gar¬ 
cia, movie studios are ob¬ 
sessed with capturing a 
younger audience that is 
largely interested in action 
films and comic book fare. 

“The way the studios 


think right now, a movie 
like Ordinaiy People, is just 
a bummer movie about a 
family dealing with suicide. 
With the mentality right 
now it’s like, who’s going 
to want to see that?” said 
Garcia, 51. 

With TV credits includ¬ 
ing In Treatment and Six 
Feet Under, Garcia has be¬ 
come known for his deft 
handling of small, intimate 
moments in intelligent 
adult fare. 

Mother and Ghild pres¬ 
ents intersecting stoiylines 
about three women; Karen 


(Annette Bening) is a moth¬ 
er haunted by a long-ago 
decision to give up her 
daughter for adoption; 
Elizabeth (Naomi Watts) is 
her grown-up daughter; 
and Lucy (Keriy Washing¬ 
ton) is a baker who is des¬ 
perate to adopt after 
learning she cannot have 
children. 

The film received critical 
praise upon its theatrical 
release. Still, Garcia ac¬ 
knowledged the subject 
matter is a tough sell for 
movie-going audiences.

“The setting aside of 
time and the gifts of food 
made out of love with their 
own hands was paramount 
to our ancestors, some of 
whom had come from far 
away to colonize Canada,” 
she said in an interview 
ahead of the launch. 

Duncan found in her re¬ 
search, for example, that it 
was common for weddings 
to be held to coincide with 
the festive season. 

“Nowadays we focus on 
June weddings, but in the 
early days, many were per¬ 
formed at Christmas be¬ 
cause the families would 
all be gathered together,” 
she says. “It was a conven¬ 
ient time to have them all 
around you.” 

Duncan, who worked as 
a culinary historian for 
Black Creek Pioneer Vil¬ 
lage in Toronto as well as 
the Toronto Historical 
Board, has spent many 
years collecting data for 
the book. 

She is dedicated to 
working with organiza¬ 
tions across Canada and 
around the world to ensure 
that this countiy’s culinaiy 
histoiy is recognized, re¬ 
searched and recorded. 

Duncan always asks peo¬ 
ple how they are going to 
celebrate a special occasion 
and what they are going to 
have on the table. 

“They always talk about 
the things of the past such 
as, ‘We are going to have 
the pudding my Aunt 
Sarah made’ or, ‘We are go¬ 
ing to have the turkey 
stuffed just like my grand¬ 
mother did,”’ Duncan says. 

“Most important, how¬ 
ever, is that these days 


with most 
people ‘eating 
on the fly’ we 
take a great 
deal more 
care during 
days of cele¬ 
bration be¬ 
cause we 
remember 
how impor¬ 
tant they are 
and it touches 
both our 
hearts and 
minds,” she 
adds. 

Duncan al¬

Don Pettit doesn’t mind 
drinking his own urine — 
or his sweat, for that mat¬ 
ter. Pettit is far from in¬ 
sane. As an astronaut, he 
has no choice but to drink 
all available fluids. 

“You make water inside 
your body, through your 
breath and your sweat,” 
explains Pettit, a veteran 
NASA astronaut who has 
lived on the International 
Space Station for six 
months. “On the ISS you 
capture all of that water 
and recycle it.” 

Astronauts are each al¬ 
lowed only 3.5 litres of wa¬ 
ter per day — for hygiene 
and food combined. They 
wash themselves using 
wet wipes, and so they 
consume 92 per cent less 
water on hygiene than 
Earth-dwellers. 

Recently the ISS cut its 
need for water supplies by 
65 per cent after installing 
a state-of-the-art water-re¬ 
cycling machine, “ft cap¬ 
tures your breath, sweat 
and water from damp 
cloths and turns it into wa¬ 
ter,” Pettit explains. 

There’s also a urine 
processor, which turns 80 
per cent of urine into 
drinkable water. “In the 
morning, you can dehy¬ 
drate your breakfast and 
make your coffee with wa¬ 
ter from the processor,” 


says Pettit. 

Earth-dwellers may fol¬ 
low suit. One study shows 
that 75 to 85 per cent of 
people in Western Euro¬ 
pean countries would con¬ 
sider using urine-diversion 
toilets, which allow urine 
to be recycled. 

In truth, radical water 
reuse may be more palat¬ 
able than it sounds, as Pet¬ 
tit insists: “Recycled urine 
tastes like bottled water.”

To make 
sense of paper labels, you 
should choose paper 
products that leave the 
most trees in the forest. 

When a claim reads 
“100 per cent recycled,” 
the recycled content can 
come from one of two 
sources. 

The best choice is toi¬ 
let and other paper prod¬ 
ucts made from 100 per 
cent post-consumer 
waste (PCW) because it is 
made from resources that 
have already been ex¬ 
tracted, reused and kept 
out of the waste stream. 

PCW refers to paper 


made from the flyers or en¬ 
velopes that you’ve recy¬ 
cled. The PCW content in 
paper products will vaiy 
from 10 to 100 per cent. 
Choose the highest! 

The less desirable 
choice is made from pre¬ 
consumer waste, or the 
scraps left over after paper 
processing — trim from 
newspapers or printing 
overruns. But it’s still a 
better choice than paper 
made from virgin pulp. 

Another factor to con¬ 
sider is the bleaching 
process. 

The “greenest” option is 
that labelled Processed 
Chlorine Free (PCF). This is 
a green logo found on pa¬ 
per products with a mini¬ 
mum of 30 per cent 
recycled paper content. 

It’s certified by the Chlo¬ 
rine Free Products Associa¬ 
tion, and the pulp comes 
from mills that do not use 
old growth forest or other 
virgin pulp. 

These paper products 
have not been rebleached 
with chlorine-containing 
compounds. 

The next time you shop 
for paper products, look 
for 100 per cent PCW recy¬ 
cled content and PCF. It’s 
the greenest choice.

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Grey water holds 
untapped potential 


In a world where water is 
becoming more scarce and 
precious, grey water — 
waste water from house¬ 
hold uses like bathing and 
laundiy — could have a po¬ 
tentially life-changing use. 

Grey water is in fact dif¬ 
ferent to the more contam¬ 
inated black water, the 
water used in our toilets. 
In most households, grey 
water is mixed with black 
water in a single domestic 
sewage stream, thus wast¬ 


ing a potential resource. 

In truth, water used in 
sinks and tubs can be di¬ 
verted for irrigation or 
used to flush toilets. 

A new report from the 
Pacific Institute underlines 
how grey water is so prom¬ 
ising. 

“It’s a relatively inex¬ 
pensive way to save water 
and energy,” says Dr. Juliet 
Christian-Smith, the re¬ 
port’s co-author. “Indeed, 
there are negative percep¬ 


tions about grey water in 
terms of public health, but 
these can be minimized 
with thoughtful policy and 
regulation.” 

Other advantages of grey 
water the report noted 
were conserved water use 
for lower income families, 
where people live without 
access to a water connec¬ 
tion, and for women and 
children who often have to 
walk long distances to get 
water. # metro

What is grey water? 


► Grey water: Untreated 
household waste water 
that has not come into 
contact with sewage 

► Black water: Waste water 
from toilets, bidets, water 
used to wash diapers (and 
under some definitions, 
from kitchens) 

► Darkgrey water: Untreat¬ 
ed household waste water 
that has not come into 
contact with sewage, but 
is from lower-quality 
sources such as kitchen 
sinks and dishwashers 

► Treatment: Grey water 
treatment can take many 
different forms. The quali¬ 
ty and characteristics of 
grey water can vary greatly 
— between different 


households as well as 
within one household. 

► Storage: Grey water can al¬ 
low bacteria to multiply, so 
it should only be stored if 
it has first been thorough¬ 
ly treated. 

► Policy: Australia is often 
considered to be a leader 
in grey water policies. 
Other countries have 
incentive programs for in¬ 
stallation of grey water 
systems, including Korea 
and Cyprus. Tokyo has in¬ 
centives for installing 
mandatory grey water sys¬ 
tems for buildings with an 
area of over 30,000 square 
meters.

For the Love of Edmonton: Marrying Good Design with Good Ratings 


W ho doesn't drive through Old Glenora and admire the history and the splendor 
of the architecture present in the older communities in Edmonton. And yet, 
many of our cities newest developments are fashioned around communities 
halfway across the world. 


"Looking at the actual architecture we looked at what has its historical roots in 
Edmonton or Alberta. Suburbs often look afar, but we thought really that has nothing 
to do with Edmonton," said Harrop. The Modern was certain common and so was the 
Craftsman so it sort of came from that." 


Larch Park aims to be different. A marriage between old and new, this new development 
South of the Whitemud Ravine brings together modern architecture and craftsman home 
building. Two styles that dominate the richly cultured neighborhoods of our city. 

John Harrop knows architecture (Architectural Guide Lines & Approvals). "There tend 
to be a variety of colors, home styles and home sizes in the old areas, rather than many 
modern communities which tend to be a lot more monotonous," said Harrop. " The first 
thing we wanted was some variety overall." 


The second aspect of the home construction for Larch Park is the environmental 
perspective. Using a computer that produces hypothetical ratings based on designs, 
builders can predict the efficiency of their houses. All homes built in the Larch park 
community must sustain a minimun %80 Energuide rating. 

"A typical house built in 2010 would probably be a low to mid seventies. One built 
in the 1950's is in the sixties," said Harrop. "They have a sustainable initiative here. We 
want the homes to be greener homes." 



The combination of Modern design with Craftsman design may seem far-fetched but in 
reality they actually complement one another. The designs are generally asymmetrical and 
the rooflines from one house flow visually into the next, regardless of its contemporary 
or historical design. 


Clusters of trees per lot, narrower streets, and an environmentally considered storm 
water pond, Melcor considered every avenue when it set itself to designing and 
constructing a new community and a new way of life.

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The heart and sole of human motion 


O University of Guelph researcher studying astronauts’ feet O Project aimed at helping elderly keep balance 



Canada’s last space re¬ 
search project on the U.S. 
Space Shuttle has a down- 
to-earth goal: to delve into 
the role our feet play in 
keeping our balance as we 
age. 

Known as Hypersole, 
the experiment began 
when Dr. Leah Bent of the 
University of Guelph 
learned that some astro¬ 
nauts experience tingling 
in their feet. 

“On Earth, our skin sen¬ 
sitivity decreases as we 
age. One of the interesting 
things about the skin dur¬ 
ing space travel is that we 
see changes in the oppo¬ 
site direction: skin sensi¬ 
tivity may actually 
increase,” she explains. 

Funded by the Canadi¬ 
an Space Agency, Hyper¬ 
sole will help scientists 
better understand how 
the decline in skin sensi¬ 
tivity in our feet leads to a 
loss of balance — and con¬ 


sequently, a greater num¬ 
ber of falls — in the elder¬ 
ly- 

Bent will use tiny nylon 


filaments and a vibration 
device to put astronauts to 
the ultimate “tickle test” 
to see which parts of their 


feet become more sensi¬ 
tive before and after 
spaceflight, and how that 
might affect their balance. 


Three astronauts have 
already participated in the 
experiment. 

Bent and her team will 


test six more experiments 
before and after the last 
flights of the Space Shut¬ 
tle in November 2010 and 
winter 2011. 

In addition to the age¬ 
ing population. Hypersole 
could help astronauts 
themselves by providing 
more information on how 
they maintain their bal¬ 
ance while living and 
working in space. 

When asked if she has 
any advice on keeping 
your feet and skin recep¬ 
tors functioning and 
healthy. Bent says, “My 
Nana is 97 and she rubs 
cream into the bottom of 
her feet every day and 
every night. And I tell her, 
that’s why you’re still able 
to walk around! 

“I’m sure it helps, since 
there are changes in the 
integrity of our skin as we 
age. So get yourself a good 
bottle of cream!”

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Youth left behind in economic recovery 

O Jobless rate among young people a litmus test of job market strength O Analysts say Canada has a long way to go 


Canada’s falling unemploy¬ 
ment rate is hiding an un¬ 
pleasant truth — tens of 
thousands are leaving the 
labour market in frustra¬ 
tion, and none more so 
than young workers. 

Last week’s labour force 
survey for November pre¬ 


sented a distorted hall-of- 
mirrors picture of employ¬ 
ment — with the jobless 
rate falling to a two-year 
low of 7.6 per cent on the 
strength of little job cre¬ 
ation. 

For young workers in 
the 15- to 24-year-old cate¬ 


gory, the picture was even 
more distorted. The unem- 
plo 5 mient rate plummeted 
from 15 per cent to 13.6 
per cent with virtually no 
new jobs added. 

The mathematical dis¬ 
connect comes about be¬ 
cause Statistics Canada 


does not measure the num¬ 
ber of workers against 
those who want jobs, but 
against those who are ac¬ 
tively seeking work. There 
have been fewer of those. 

Young people are leav¬ 
ing the labour force in 
droves.

agency, the youth partici¬ 
pation rate is the lowest in 
over a decade. 

What’s more, while the 
economy has created over 
440,000 jobs since the re¬ 
cession, there are 228,000 
fewer young people em¬ 
ployed. 

Statistics Canada cannot 
say for certain why more 
young people have been 
leaving the workforce, al¬ 
though analyst Lahouaria 
Yssaad notes that since the 


numbers are not as stark in 
the over 20 to 24 age sub- 
categoiy, many in the 
youngest cohort may have 
gone back to school. 

What is obvious, howev¬ 
er, is that young people 
were disproportionately 
left behind during the re¬ 
cession, and one year re¬ 
moved from the official 
start of the recoveiy, they 
are still having a hard time 
re-connecting with the
